Baying most of the $312,000,000 tariff 
taxes and most of the state and local 
taxes, lave in n few states. 


Denies Injustice. 


"Where, then!" he nsks, "is thn in- 


justice of requiring the receivers of in- 
cornea more than $4.000 to equalize in 
lame measure these tax burdens by con- 
tributing lesn thnn $100,000,000 to the 
federal treasury!" He denied there was 
any sectionalism in the effects of the 
tax. 


"It would be monstrous.'' he said, "to 


•ay that 
the receivers of great 
in- 


comes, drnwn from e.very sect.ion of the 
country, may segregate, themselves and 
upon the plea of segregation or section- 
alism successfully exempt their entire 
wealth 'from taxation. They should in- 
Tolve the plea of segregation nnd not 
sectionalism."

93 BODIES TAKEN OUT 


Pittsburg, Pa.. April 2<>.—The emer- 


gency rescue crew from the Pittsburg 
station of the government bureau of 
mines was withdrawn frmii the Cincin- 
nati mine of the Pittsburg Coal com- 
pnnv near Findleyvillc. Pa., whore nn 
explosion occurred last Wednesday nnd 
in the neighborhood of 100 men lost 
their lives. 


The crew had penetrated the princi- 


pnl entries and many of the rooms and 
were convinced thnt when another body 
was located this morning the dead nil 
had been located. Tt In possible that as 
remote parts of the mine are examined 
additional bodies mny be recovered but 
this is looked upon ns only a possibility. 


Fivff bodies were brought out this 


morning and removed to the Monotiga- 
helrt-morgne for identificittion; • making a 
total of ninety-three bodies removed to 
the morgue, fourty of which have been 
identified.

uation of railroads in accordance with 
tho provisions of » recent act of con- 
gress, is able to announce tho personnel 
of »n advisory board of five engineers 
which will Msist the committee in form- 
ulating plans for the work. 


This board will liavo direct charge 


of the valuation work in various sec- 
tion's of th« country.

tillery. 
Chief among those present to 


plead for universal suffrage was Mrs. 
Anna Howard ^-baw, president of the 
National America^ Woman's Suffrage 
association. 
She was ably seconded by 


Miss Helen Vnrrick Boswell. president 
of the Woman's National Republican as- 
sociation, and Airs. Harvey W. Wiley, 
wife of thn former pure food advocate. 
Mrs. Robert 51. Ln. Follette, nnd Mrs. 
Sutherland, of Utah, were also among 
the pleaders. 


Mrs. la, Follette argued that women 


wore as vitally interested in tariff leg- 
islation an the men, and deelarfft tllou 
every important piece of legislation be- 
fore congress is the last twenty-three 
years bait affected women equally. 


"If the tariff in any way affects tin 


price we pay for what we eat and wear, 
if the trusts and combinations 
have 


anything to do with the high cost of 
living, women should understand about 
it," said Mrs. Lit Follette. 
"If 'tin; 


prices of the great, staples like beef, 
sugar, oil, cotton, woolens, arc fixed by 
monopoly; if the tariff affects the cost 
of the. children's food nnd clothes, the 
only radical way to right the wrong is 
through national legislation.

For Uniform Hours of Labor. 


An 
amendment to the 
constitution 


which, when ratified by two-thirds of 
the states, would give congress the pow- 
er to mnke uniform the hours of labor 
throughout the United States is pro- 
posed in a resolution introduced in the 
house today by Representative Curley, 
of Massachusetts. representative Cur- 
ley contends that the difference in the 
hours of labor in many states, varying 
from 5-t hours n. week in Massachusetts 
to 60 
hours in the. southern states, 


creates an "unwarranted discrimination" 
in favor of manufacturers located in 
states where the long hours prevail. It 
was for the purpose of eliminating this 
discrimination that the, resolution was 
offered.

The fact that Viro President Marshall, in the course 


pf an address before the National Academy of Sciences, 
in Washington a few days ago. took occasion to declare 
that for a nominal sum an expert can be secured to testify 
"on any side of any question presented to any court in 
[America." appears to have attracted considerable atten- 
tion despite the fact that any person who has given even 
casual note to court procedure in this country must read- 
ily realize the truth of the statement. Clearly it is the 
partisan feature of the situation that discounts the A-alue 
of the expert testimony in both legal and legislative chan- 
nels, and instead of clarifying the cases in which expert 
testimony is used only serves to becloud it. 


This is notably true as it involves the medical pro- 


fession, but other lines are by no means free from it. In 
almost every important bit of litigation we are confronted 
by the testimony of an imposing array of experts, pre- 
sumably of equal standing and of strict integrity but dia- 
metrically opposed in views and conclusions, and when 
the conflicting expert testimony is submitted the determ- 
ination of result after all resolves itself into the question 
iof whom one is going to believe. 
To all i ntents and 


purposes the expert testimony has served no good 
purpose because it has been contradictory. 
It can- 


not be fairly charged that the expert witness is 
always -willing for a price to 
deliberately become 


R partisan and to offer precisely the sort of testimony for 
•which his client is willing to pay, but the very fact that 
!pne is able to secure testimony in support of almost any 


rBort of contention he seeks to make is the one thing that 
tends to discredit the entire system of expert testimony. 
"Would it be possible for the scientific expert to divorce 
himself entirely from partisanship and seek U> serve sole- 
ly the betterment of government and society in general? 
In this way alone can his services be really worth while.

"Dredging" Not the Remedy. 


"In the studies of methods and costs 


of local measures of relief for Pijtsburg, 
without storage reservoirs, careful con- 
sideration was given to the amount of 
reduction in flood hcighths that could be 
obtained by dredging. It was found that' 
the cost of 'dredging' would not be war- 
ranted. 
The relatively small reduction 


in flood heights to be obtained thereby 
would not prevent overflow, and as a wail 
would still have to he built, it would be 
cheaper to build thn wall a few feet 
higher than to carry out the dredging 
work, which would require, in addition, 
a certain amount of additional dredging 
each year, in order to maintain th« 
adopted area of cross-section." 


Conclusion. 


"The damaging flooawaters can b» en- 


tirely held back by means of storags 
reservoirs on the various tributaries 
above Pittsburg."

The proper position at tables is to sit erect with the waist or chest just a 


few inches from the table. 
During the moments when not engaged in the act 


of eating allow the hands to lie quietly in the lap. 


They should never lounge or slip down in the chnir. The hips should touch 


th« back of the chair near the seat and the bi-sy *s»ruld bend from the hips. 


Never support the elbows on the table. It limy be comfortable, but it is 


very ungraceful. 


Never play with knives, forks or spoons. 
Perfect repose as far as pos- 


sible. 


Teach-. the young sons to remain standing until the mother and sisters arc 


seated. 
This custom should be strictly regarded. 


The proper place for the knife and fork when not being used is to place

b"n»rH I believe it will do young pitchers. 


1 have been in the American league a 


number of years and have considerable 
experience to. draw upon. 


This experience, trfen. 
should be of 


value to the younc player who "wants to 
make a name for himself from the pitch- 
ing mound. 


4Tliere are two tliinss that are of prime 


importance to success in pitching 
. The first Is control. 


The second is naturalness. 
If a man hasn't 
control lie isn't a 


pitcher. Having control is more than half 
tho battle. 


I would much rather have a pitcher who 


had nothinK but control than one who 
had a world of speed, a varied assortment 
of curves, hut who ivas wild. ' 


The percentage of games that have 


been won by pitchers who had control is 
vastly greater than the winning percent- 
Jase of uncertain pitchers. 


There have be^n many successful pitch- 


ers who depended on control alone -to 
win them games. If a pitcher can put a 
ball .lust where he wants it he has the 
batter at a d<"-|ded disadvantage and the 
Kame has been half won when thai pitcher 
steps Into the IKIX. 


1 hive spoken of "naturalness" as being 
a requisite. 


Naturalness is a thing that is forgotten 
by many a young pitcher. 


They go to the professional ball games; 


they see a pitcher ivlth a wlnilup. or 
thev s-p a pitcher with ft. lot of funny and 
unnecessary motions. 
They think these 


are essential to win games and they try 
lo pattern. 


This is a 
biK mistake. 
Be natural. 


Throw the ball in your own way. 
Never 


mind If it appeal's clumsy to you. If you 
cnn Ret the ball aw«y without hurtlnK- 
your arm and still bo ourself you ar? 
overcoming a great obstacle. 


No two pitchers work alike. Everyono 
has peculiarities. 1 presume 1 have them 
ns well as anyone cls». But I wouldn't 
want any young pitched to pattern after 
my opinion. Tho swing I use Is dlstlnct- 
Ivo with me. 
But It would probably be 


detrimental to any other twfrler. 


Another thing Is confidence. 
Jf. you 
haven't confidence stay nway from tho 
pltchlnc game. 


I mention confidence nn tb* third re- 


quisite because I consider It of that Im- 
portance. 


If n ptayer hasn't confidence he is going 


to win evtry game he engages in. then hn 
isn't a good player. Many a gnmo has 
been taken simply because- of the air or 
miperority that players assume. 
Detroit 


won three pennants because of the confi- 
dence of the playeni. 


Uon't lot them shake your nerve. 
Don't lose sight of the fact that there 


-•ire eight oth"r players in the game hcsldex 
vimi-ii-ir. 
They are all striving to win. 


and they'll work just as good as you will 
!'j pun a Kami 1 v/here. It belongs. 
tan don't have to strike every batter 


out. 
You don't h;ive to strike any o/ 


them out to win si game. 
The fielders 


will get a majority of the hits. Always 
remember that. 


Don't blame individual players if they 
make nn error atid losp a game. You are 
liable to lose one yourself some dny. And 
they will como back at you hard. 


Don't try to bean the hatters. 
I rend 'of 


a pitcher in the outlaw* who tried to 
bean every batter who stepped to the 
plate. 
That didn't get the pitcher any- 


thing. The batter Is just as wise as the 
pitcher and an 
a.t tempt at 
beanliiK Is 


littble to be sxvltched Into a boomerang. 


Don't be faint-hearted if you cannot ac- 


iliilre, curves. 
Keep at It. Keep working 


all ihe time and they are bound to come 
to yon. You cannot fall if you do not 
get discouraged. 


ririn't think because yo-j are a. youngster 


that all the players are pulling against 
you. 
The players are just as anxious to 


have you make good nn you are yourself. 
Thn pla-yers want anyone on the team 
who is worthy. 
Age doesn't count, if a 


man can win games he Isn't considered a 
baby. 


Uon't fail to cover first base. 
Many a 


game bar, been lost because of the pitch- 
er's failure to back up the first baseman, 
and 
the knack of getting over to (he 


bag Is one of the first things for a young 
pitcher to practice. 


And la*3t. but not least, don't fall to 


keep your eyes and ears open when an 
older pitcher la In the game. 
You can 
learn a whole lot by simply listening on 
the bench and watching "how the other 
fellow doc.i it." 


Older pftcher.1 know the game better. 


They are more able be'cause of their ex- 
perience to cope 
with 
situations, and 


there Is everything to gain and nothing 
to lose by watching them and remember- 
ing Just how they coped with situations. 
I trust in this article I have made my 


position clear. 
I trust the hUits I have

Recimtly 
in Pittsbnrg he attended a game of 
baseball nnd was taken for Carnegie. 
The crowd cheered lustily and would 
not be quieted until he arose nnd re- 
moving his hat from his white haired 
hend, bowed low and promised them all 
a library. 


Mr. Ball will be in Fort Wayne, about 


a week and then he will drop back home 
for a day or so and continue his trav- 
els.

and Columbia avenue bridges ns sug- 
gested by the county commissioners nnd 
the board 
of 
public works.

Onkes said in hi« talk with the com- 
mittee here that the basin might be 
nil right for the particular community 
for which it, was constructed, but that 
if each built, its own basin the waters 
might, be turned out of them just at 
the time most UMinage would be done 
down stream.

Object of the Investigation. 


After the engineers had .traveled both 


sides of the Maumee river between Fort 
Wayne and Now Haven, had been taken 
south along St. Mary's almost to tho 
Paul Trier farm, where, the cutoff is 
proposed, out to the country club to 
see the prairies that furnished a spill- 
way and aided Fort Wayne during the 
Hood, to the Main street, Van Buren 
street and Clinton street bridges, had 
viewed conditions at Barthold street 
and in Bloom'.ngdnle, had traversed the 
St. <Toe from the State street bridge to 
the confluence and,examined the dike 
from Columbia street lo Walton avenue. 
Major Oakes delivered a short talk at 
the Commercial club in which he said 
in part: 


Explains the Objects. 


"Tn explanation of onr presence here 


let mn say that, after the floods great 
pressure was brought to henr upon tho 
war department not only by people in 
the flooded'districts but nil over the 
country, to devise some means of pre- 
vention of ft recurrence. 


"XVi turnlly the army engineers were i 


called upon nnd the duties were given 
o a board composed of the men from 
the Cleveland and Ohio river districts. 
Orders were given to investigate con- 
ditions along the Ohio river and in the 
Krii- bimin. nnd we met at (linciunuti 
anil started un the work, but 
found 


that traveling in one body the task 
would be too big. so we separated and 
Oiptnin Kingman and I wore assigned 
to this district and will travel through 
Indiana and Ohio. 


''Our ehiof duty is, of course, to eug- 


gest remedies. 
Our first inspection is 


simply to get in touch with the people, 
to learn the topography of thb country 
and to ascertain as far as possible the 
amount of damage done. W« faca the 
proposition with open minds and have 
not allowed ourselves to bo committed 
to any plaji. 


"\Ve suffered 
from a lack of infor- 


mation concerning the, drainage areas, 
the runoffs and the dozen and one things 
that must he known and that can not 
be ascertained until there has been a 
complete survey. Two years will prob- 
ably be required for this task. 


'"This board of engineers was appoint- 


ed with no authority and had no Kinds, 
but an army regulation was dug up 
that 
empowers 
the 
expenditure of 


money on riverrt under consideration for 
navigation and 
through 
this channel 


$150.000 has been appropriated to the 
work. 


"Xobody knows 
how 
much water 


passed Fort Wayne and how long it 
took it, to pass, the streams have not 
been gauged, no 
measurement a have 


been made, little is known of the run- 
offs and it, will take a year or more 
to get this information. 
\Vc expect 


then to make a report with sugges- 
tions. 


"Kncroaeliments are universally recog- 


nizod ns the principal cause of floods, 
_and while such things ought^not to be, 
there is no way to stop them. If a rftil- 
ro:id company, a county, city or any 
corporation wants to bridge a stream 
it just bridges it. 


"Thero is no consideration given to 


the type of bridge best adapted to the 
stream, bridges are located where tho 
corporations want them located and they 
arc choking up the river courses every 
day. 
Probably if the, matter had been 


brought up before it, could have been 
successfully eombatted m each commu- 
nity under police regulation, but the ul- 
timate remedy is federal or state con- 
trol, and the. latter seems moat, pran- 
tic.al where streams not opened to navv 
gallon are concerned.

"Of 
COUTH* th« federal g»rerpni«n> 


might, stop these encroachment* 
tin- law thttt impedimenta in n 
above the. point of mmgation n 
affect the conditions at tho point* 
low thin, and this might be applied-to 
all the tributaries.

"Personally I belie.v*• the duty wfll: 


fall upon the etate. gov»rnraent« In- 
cause they nre better able to cope with 
:onditions than the general goveninnnt. . 
Manufacturers, too, are largely relpon- 
sible, an they are building their plmnt* 
right up to the low waier marks. 


"This department does not propoM 


to make 
plans 
for any community. 


There are forty-nine men at work In my 
office in Louisville, Ky., and I want to 
say that if plans for flood prevention 
are made and estimate* supplied with 
all the needed data o«r men will go 
through them and make rach recom- 
mendations as they think are necessary. 


"Primarily this is done to keep tn» 


scheme out of politics. 
I find that 


political situations very frequently af- 
tect these improvements and many are 
afraid to go ahead with plans that ar» 
really -good. 
It very often relieves a , 


situation to have the army engineer*' 
indorse tho pinna. 


"As I said before, we ar« her* to 


study flood prevention as a general 
proposition and I want to add that the , 
gentlemen of this committee, with the . 
assistance of Mr. JUndall, seem to have ' 
taken hold of the thing in th« right 
way. 


"Our work lins largely along the line 


of future prevention and we did not 
come here to build up your water walla 
or to take any part in local work, but 
our visit hag been extremely pleasant 
and we stand ready at any time to • 
make suggestions that come within onr 
lino of duty." 


A long discussion followed the talk • 


delivered by Major Oftkes in which both 
ho and Captain Kingman gave tho com- 
mittee a number of valuable hints. The 
committee will 
probably 
meet next 


•week to take up its work so that it 
can bo done with little delay.

ITH the consecration of St. Pat- 


rick's church and alter on Sun-

Fail- 
ing documents, they serve to prove that 
the church has be.cn consecrated.

on the walls of the 


church, with their lighted ta.pcrs. recall 
the walls of the heavenly Jerusalem, 
on whose 
foundations 
were inscribed 


"the names of the twelve apostles of 
the Lamb" (Apoc. xxi. 14), who were 
sent forth to enlighten the world.

This school is in charge of sixteen Sis- 
ters of Providence from St. Mary's-of- 
the-Woods. Vigo county. Indiana, an or- 
der of Catholic teachers eminently edu- 
cative. 
The school, erected in 18(11. at 


a cost of .* 14,501). was followed in 1011 
by St. Catherine's academy, entailing an 
expenditure of .$14.0011. 
Father Delaney 


has had an eye single on the education 
of the children of the parish, and he not 
only provides them with the best teach- 
ers obtainable but constantly visits his 
schools an,l spares neither time, expense 
nor labor in making them leaders in the 
ranks of parochial educational institu- 
tions in the diocese of Fort Wayne. 


After the completion of church and 


school the original parochial residence, 
erected in 1801 at a cost of $3,800, was 
remodeled and enlarged in 1900 at a cost 
of $11.003. 
The rectory is neat and 


homelike and happily arranged in all its 
appointments. 


Besides the church, rectory, academy 


and parochial school, another line build- 
ing in the parish group is St. Patrick's 
lyceum.

ond lloor is given over entirely to an 
auditorium, .one of the finest in the city.

Desrribing the sea elephants and other 


'trange life found on this island. Kier- 
uan says: 


"Scientists .have been interested in 


:!ieso animals ever since they were dip- 
•uvered by the Tnited States steam- 
ship Alljatrnss. pome two years ago. 
Die school numbprs. FO far as [ could 
iscprtaiii. but thirty-Fix, and I believe 
hnt it is not increasing. 


"These sea elephants frequent.a cove 


that is absolutely inaccessible from the 
land side, as high cliffs rise sheer al- 
most from the water's edge to a height 
of 4.0HI) feet. 
The surf is nearly al- 


ways high there, and it was only -with 
great diilieulty that we effected a, land- 
ing with our cameras in a dory. 


"The average adult male measures 


about twenty-four feet in length and 
stands eight feet high, weighing from 
two to three tons. In color they are a 
dark reddish brown and have a pro- 
boscis or trunk, which when released 
hangs down over the mouth about two 
feet. 
The nostrile are set in the end 


nf the trunk and are wide apart. 


"They have four thick flippers, with 


heavy claws, which spread out in the 
semblance of live lingers on a human 
hand. 
The tails are about one and a 


half feet long and are split horizontally 
in two divisions, which act as propellers 
when the animals are swimming. When 


they land they hoise their rear flippers 
and tail Rnd 
walk 
with their fore- 


Hippers. 


"Coarse hair 
grows 
sparsely from 


the neck and back along the body, and 
a thick crust of flesh covers from the 
lower iaw down over the chest and 
around tu the back of the neck. 


"On the island of Unudalupe are four 


varieties of birds which are found no- 
where else in the world. They are the 
(jaudalupe forktailed petrel, steel gray 
in color, with long feathers; the Oauda- 
lupe rock wren, brown; the (iaudalupe 
Hiekcr and the liaudalupe house finch. 


"The island is thickly wooded over

RflO acres with sugar pine and 


Mexican lir. and thousands of goats 
feed there 
There is enough rain to 


keep us supplied with water for all 
purposes, and the climate is equable and 
delightful, the sea winds keeping the 
temperature from rising uncomfortably 
high in summer."

American Party Sails for 


Europe on Tour of 


Investigation 


OF FAEMEES BANKING 


New York, April 26.--A further jolt 


i» to b« given the high cost of living if 
the delegation of 100 Americans which 
sailed from here for .Naples today suc- 
ceeds in its endeavor to devise a sep- 
arate 
banking system 
for American 


farmers. 
The official name of tlio dele- 


gation in the American Commission of 
Agricultural Co-operation. The investi- 
gation is to be made under the auspices 
of the Southern Commercial congress. 
Its aim is to place cheap money at the 
disposal of American farmers in order 
to increase agricultural production and 
to lower the cost of producing food. 


Secretaiy of Agriculture Houston rep- 


resented the administration at the fare- 
well given to the commission. 
Presi- 


i ilcnt Wilson takes a keen interest in 
| the undertaking and addressed the dele- 


I gates personally before they left Wash- 


ington. 


The. commission is headed by seven 


federal coK-missionere bearing the cre- 
dentials of President Wilson and Sec- 
retary of State Bryan. They will make 
a report to congress upon the practica- 
bility of establishing farmers' co-opera- 
tive banks and a mortgage bank system 
in the United States copied after the 
iiRricultural .credit systems of European 
countries. 
Besides the federal commis- 


sioners there are delegates representing 
about three-fourths of the states of 
the union, who will make a report to 
a committee of nine governors appoint- 
ed at the last conference of the state 
executives. 
In this way 
official rec- 


ommendations will be placed before con- 
gress and the state legislatures urging 
a consideration of the credit require- 
ments of the farmers both as a means 
of assisting the farmers and of reliev- 
ing the consumers of the country from 
the burden of the high cost of living. 


The work of the commission is large- 


ly connected with the efforts of the 
banking and commercial interest? to se- 
cure currency 
reform. 
The principal 


claim of tiiose seeking currency reform 
is that under the present banking sys- 
tem which permits banks to redepositv 
their funds with .other banks, who in 
turn deposit them in Chicago or New 
York, the tendency js to collect the sur- 
plus of the nation's funds in the'big 
speculative centers, where they stimu- 
late stock gambling. 
The currency re- 


formers want permission extended the. 
banks to lend more freely and with 
b»fter returns to those engaged in Ic- 
gitimat* commerce and manufacturing 
*ork. The American commission on ag- 
ricultural co-opcrntion similarly wants 
ii supplementary hanking system built. 
up which will be controlled by the farm- 
ers and which will 'divert a largo por- 
tion of the savings of rural communi- 
ties to the development of the. farms. 
It is claimed that in Ormany such * 
system has been able to supply as high 
as 98 p»T cent of all the money re- 
quired by the German farmers for tlitir 
operating expenses from such deposits. 
Similar systems are 
In operation in 


n«arly every country in Europe. It is 
to study the. operation of these lyitumi 
that the commission is visiting tbose 
countries. 


The. 
second attempt of Hie commis- 


sion will be to secure the establishment 
of a mortgage banking system in the 
United States. 
Such a system in Ger- 


many has brought over $2,000,000,000 to 
German landowners for tho development 
and 
improvement of their land. 
In 


•France the mortgage bonds of the Credit 
Foncier, which are only th« 
farmers' 


mortgages under a different form, sell 
at ]<nvcr interest rates than even first 
class industrial bonds. 
It is declared 


that'if 
a mortgage 
banking system 


could be established In the United States 
billions of dollars of additional money 
could be secured for the farmers at 
much lower rates and on better terms, 
and that with the great development in 
American 
farms 
which 
this 
money 


would make possible, the problem of 
food production in the United States, 
which is rapidly becoming worse, would 
be solved forever. 


Tho federal commissioners appointed 


hy the president are Senator Duncan 
U. Fletcher, lawyer-farmer and presi- 
dent of the Southern Commercial con- 
gress; Senator Thomas P. Gore of Ok- 
lahoma, chairman of the senate com- 
mittee on 
agriculture; Representative 


Moss of Indiana, who was a farmer be- 
fore he entered congress and is now 
chairman of the house committee qn 
expenditures in the department of ag- 
riculture; Col. Harvio Jordan, former 
president of the Farmers' union; Ken- 
yon L, Butterfield, ft member of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's country life commis- 
sion and president of Amherst college;

One physician from a distant State, una- 
ble to get a card, secreted himself high 
in the amphitheatre.

MAHA claims a unique distinction, 
that if. being the favorite port of miss- 
ing- men. The student of psychology 


might be able to explain \yhy they drift 
there instead of to Norfolk, Va., or Chey- 
enne, Wyo., or Bangor, Me., but the ex- 
planation is not obvious to the man in the 
street • 


Whatever may be the cause, the fact re- 


mains that, according to a report of the 
Chief of Police of Omaha, probably one 
thousand of its present residents are on 
the lists of the "missing men" from other 
cities and towns. 
It is pretty widely 


known that Omaha is the haunt of those 
who have disappeared elsewhere, and many 
requests are constantly made to the au- 
thorities asking for information about the 
lost or1 strayed. 0£ course, most o£ them 
are derelicts, men who have failed and who 
have lost their hope of any better lot in 
the future. 


Sometimes, however, there comes an in- 


quiry to Chief Dempsey for news of a 
missing heir to a fortune.

The police searched Ibo city, but were 
about to give up the task as n hopeless 
one when :i man walked into the office 
and asked for help in finding his mother.

parts affected. Not "-'v did he "stroke" 
'or the king's evil, but also for ague, 
epilepsy, paralysis, deafness and aches 
md lameness. Wherever he went he was 
surrounded by crowds. His ministrations 
were usually public. 
When he finally 


made his home in Ireland he was con- 
stantly surrounded and besieged by per- 
sons wno had come from great distances 


he cured. So many were there that the 


uthorities were deeply concerned lest they 
infect the placo with numerous maladies. 


"Nothing wan spoken of in London," 


writes a, churrhly chronicler oC the day, 
"but his prodigies, and these prodigies 
were supported by such great authorities 
thnt the bcwi''T 
' multitude bclicvi-d 


them almost without examination, while 
more cmiglitencd people did not c»re to 
reject them of their own knowledge." 


So mn.ny -were the evidences of hid powei 


thnt modicnl men came from all over the 
kingdom to see what his methods were. 
There being no Journal of the American 
Medicnl Association in those days, they 
wrote their opinions nnd published them in 
pamphlets at their'own expense. Never- 
theless. Greatrakes ohtnined certificate!! 
from elerc-i-mcn nnd even from physicians 
ns to the powers he hnd manifested.

who gave testimony to his undoubted fac- 
ulty, of aiding the wenk nnd nervous. 


There is indeed fascination in the study 


o£. the psychology of the crowd as ap- 
plied to the henling art. Professor Will- 
iam James has given a. clew to its won- 
drous powers in his discussion on the re- 
serve power which nearly every human 
being h/is. It is the call for a supreme 
effort oC the will which comes like A* 
blare of the trumpet in the preseBM of 
the mnny. It often enables the disease 
wrecked being to rouse himself from 
lethargy nnd make a successful effort to 
throw off the weight o£ mortal ills. That 
men have been cured by the current from 
this great dynamo of the suggestion of 
Ihe throng there can be no possible doubt 


Whether this manifestation occur while 


hundreds wait before the cold stones of 
St. "Winifred's well, or tuberculosis h» 
healed while scores of faithful pray in 
the grotto o£ Lourdes, or release from 
pnlu come while thousands mass about 
the Concord home of a beloved leader, 
there is always present tho sustaining in- 
fluence of mnny minds. 


Science hns nchieved mirncles, but it 


will ever be aided by the faith of the mul- 
titude or blocked by the sudden change o£ 
heart which .so often comes with shat- 
tered hopes and the cruelty o£ failure.

It is tin- 
person utterly lacking in humor, but 
believing himself possessed of an abun- 
dant supply of it, who will shout from 
the house" tops that nothing matters, 
and that we were all put here simply 
through a whim of the Lord.

and bv living I mean to know thc sor- 
rows as well as the joys of existence, 
to touch every human experience pos- 
sible- has ever held that life is a joke.

:WHEN MAN IS STRONGEST. 


H might be reasonable to argue that 


since a man's muscles develop greatly 
with use, the older he grew the strongcif 
he would became, but such is not the 
case. 


Not long ago experiments were made 


with some 800 men to show thlit the 
muscles of thc average man go through 
their stages of successive increase and 
decline and that whether he uses them 
much or little does not seem to make 
much difference. 
• It was found that the average boy 
has a lifting power of 280 pounds. By 
his twentieth year, if his development 
is normal, his power should be increased 
so that he could easily cxerlt a lifting 
power of 320, while his maximum power 
is generally reached in his thirtieth 
year and is 385 pounds. After that it 
begins to 
.decline, 
falling 
off eight 


pounds by the time he is forty. 
From 


forty to fifty the decrease is mare 
rapid, the average lifting power 
at 


fifty being 330, only a little greater than 
at twenty. 
After fifty the decrease is 


so rapid and.BO varied that any accurate 
average, is nearly impossible.—Chicago 
Tribune.

many. 
In tho modified form the fol- 


lowing proportions are used:

The sulphur should first he made 


Into a thick paste "oy stirring It Into a 
vessel of cold water. It 
should

thoroughly mixed with the water so 
that no dry lumps of the sulphur will 
remain. The next step Is to take a 
few gallons of water. In a large kettle, 
and heat It to boiling. When the boll- 
Ing point Is reached stir In the sulphur 
paste, and, when this Is thoroughly 
mixed with tho hot water, add tho 
lime. This will produce & very vio- 


Ilshed. The boUlng Is accomplished 
by passing steam through perforated 
pipes Into the barrels. It Is best to 
build such a plant upon a raised plat- 
form so that the liquid may be drained 
off Into a spray tank on a wagon. 
This will save a great deal of labor. 


On account of the corrosive nature 


of the lime-sulphur wash It can be 
applied only when the trees are, dor- 
mant, otherwise Ittwlll Injure the tree.

do for the lime-sulphur wash, as most 
of them are soon corroded and eaten 
away.

be used. 


It often happens that Infestations

PEANUTS MAKE GOOD HOG FEED. 


By W. D. DOD80JT, 


Peanuts are most productive in the 


moderately sandy soils. They make 
most excellent hog feed. 
Planted In 


early spring they are ready for grazing 
about the first of August. Planted af- 
ter oats and clover, they are ready 
for grazing about the latter part of 
September.

About 
one bushel of'shelled peanuts per acre 
is required of the Spanish or Virginia. 
Plant In rows as narrow as possible to

width.

inches apart are not too thick, though 


eight to twelve inches 
recommended. 
More 


Inches is too thin. 


The Spanish has a decided advan- 


tage of the spreading varieties in its 
erect habit of growth, permitting of 
easier cultivation, and when It is de- 
sired to harvest the tops for hay1, they 
may be cut more readily with a ma- 
chine before the peanuts are harvested 
or grazed., 


Peanuta greatly enrich the soil 1n ni- 


trogen, and when the crop is pastured 
the land receives from the crop a very 
appreciable amount of vegetable mat- 
ter. 


It IB desirable to feed hogs a small 


amount of corn when they are on pea- 
huts to more nearly balance the ra.tlon. 
An acre of peanuts should feed eight 
to ten hogs for thirty days or more, 
when the hogs weigh in the neighbor- 
hood of two hundred pounds. 


If. more peanuts are planted than 


the hogs can consume In the time de- 
iftred to feed them, they may be har- 
vested and afterward fed as dry feed to 
hogs or any other kind of livestock' 
with good results. The present price 
of peanuts Is such as to render their 
culture for market very profitable !nj 
soils best-suited to growing a good nut| 
that can be harvested clear of ad- 
hering soil, and where this crop is 
raised as a money crop, only enough 
hogs should be maintained to consume 
the Inferior pods and clean the fields 
of what would otherwise be wasted. 
Hogs fed on peanuts produce 
meatj 


that cures with a darker color than 
that obtained from corn-fed animals, 
but hams from hogs fed on peanuts 
and finished on corn for ten days or 
so- before slaughter, are not to be ex- 
celled anywhere.

Do not cover such fine seeds as those 


of celery or petunias deeply. Often a 
damp cloth laid over the seed on the 
soil will be enough. 


TRAJfSPIjANTTXG SUGGESTIONS. 


In order to successfully transplant, 


a great deal of care is necessary in 
observing a few Important, though 
simple rules. 


If possible choose a cloudy day for 


this work, or do It In the evening. 
Water the plants so that tho soil Is 
thoroughly saturated: then 
lift 
the 


seedlings carefully with plenty of soil 
and gently separate the plants. 


With a sharp knife remove about 


two-thirds of the leaves and"stems and 
then puddle the roots. On no ac- 
count should-.the wind or sun reach 
the roots, even for a moment. 


The holes should he ready to re- 


ceive the plants. Fill them with wa 
ter and set the plants firmly Into the 
soli, pressing the soil carefully about 
the plants—drawing dry soil on top of 
the wet soil. 


If the sun shines shade the plants 


for a few days.

The Bureau of Chemistry of the XI. 


S. Department ot Agriculture has com- 
pleted a study of the possibility of 
utilizing more thoroughly the enor- 
mous quantities of waste 
resinous 


wood produced In tho lumber Indus- 
try. This annual waste Is estimated at 
no less than 8.000.000 cords. Accord- 
Ing to the Bureau's investigations, this 
can be manufactured Into papor pulp, 
turpentmc, resin oiln, pine oils.'wood 
alcohol and other products wejth 
nearly $300,000,000, or as much low 
grade paper and the other products aa 
we are 
now manufacturing In 
the 


United Statee. A cord of wood, which 
costs from $2 to $4 delivered at the 
works, 
will 
yield 
products 
worth 


$48.17. 
The waste consists of wood 


left In the 
forest 
from 
lumbering, 


dead and fallen timber, stumps of cut- 
ovar lands and slabs and edgings from 
the mills. 


At present the waste resinous woods 


are used to some extent In manufac- 
ture. 
Some plants convert the waste 


Into paper. Others turn out wood tur- 
pentine and pine oils. 
In m«ny works 


rosin oils and rosin spirits are being 
made from th« resin of tho live trees. 
But these first two industries are Just 
beginning to develop. The Investiga- 
tion of the Bureau shows that 
the 


three Industries of 
paper 
making, 


wood distillation and rosin oil produc- 
tion can best be developed in combi- 
nation. Their development will not 
only open a profitable Held of indus- 
try, but should prove a big factor In 
the conservation of our resources. In 
addition. By the utilization of our 
waste and fallen timber, the Injury to 
the forests by fire and insects will be 
materially Deduced.

tremely anxious to have the deaf mute 
choir, so that it might do what it could to 
make up for the lack of music. For the 
same reason he makes his sermons not 
only instructive religiously, but illuminat- 
ing in regard to events of current inter- 
est. 
On the Sunday before Lincoln's 


Birthday, for instance, he delivered an 
address on Abraham Lincoln which not 
only pointed a great moral lesson but was 
full of information about the life of the 


those of other persons that they do not 
like to miss one of them. It is to accom- 
modate those who come from such a dis- 
tance that the Sunday service is held at 
three o'clock iu the afternoon. The total 
membership of the church is about tout 
hundred, but the attendance is naturally 
much less and is very irregular.

Tho name Gallaudet was given to the 


house in recognition of the work that 
has been done for deaf mutes by the Gal- 
laudet family. 
Because of the fact that 


the Gallaudcts were Huguenots the archi- 
tect adopted the French-Gothic style of 
architecture for the building 
The ef- 


fect is pleasing from the outside, and the 
interior is admirably arranged for the 
purpose for which it is intended. .The 
first floor, which is subdivided by fold- 
ing partitions into a corridor and two 
rooms, may be thrown into one for en- 
tertainments, and has a large stage at 
one end. This assembly room may also 
be included"' in the church .auditorium at 
the time of conventions or other occa- 
sions when the attendance is larger than 


can be accommodated in the church 
proper. 
On the second floor are the 


library, smoking, room, sewing room and 
curate's office. 
The library is as yet 


scarcely more than a hope. A clergyman 
sent some old book shelves which serve 
temporarily to hold the books, to which 
additions will be made from time to 
time by friends of the deaf mutes. 
It 


was felt that a pool table would be much 
appreciated, and one which was placed 
in tile smoking room has proved a great 
attraction to the young men who come 
to th.e church. 
The third floor is given 


up to the housekeeping apartment of the 
curate and his family, and in the base- 
menj are a small kitchen and a large 
dining room for the nse of the societies 
connected with the church. 


The various agencies of St. Ann's nre 


the Guild of Silent Workers, which does 
charitable work among the deaf, looks 
after and relieves cases of distress, and 
the Woman's Aid Society, the activities 


of which are varied, some of the depart- 
ments being the Altar - Chapter, the 
Dorcas Chapter, the Sewing Circle and 
the Entertainment Committee, the Men's 
Guild, for literary and social purpose. 
and -work among the poor and ill. 


The deaf mutes are fond of playi, and 


good ones, too. They frequently enact in 
their silent way Shakespearian drama* 
before large audiences. 
They already 


have some very attractive scenery and 
arc constantly adding to their equipment 


Out off from so many of the social ac- 


tivitics and other festivities of life, these 
people particularly priye the opportunities 
they have in this Gallaudet house to enjoy 
plays interpreted in their own language 
and social entertainments adapted to their 
limitations. 
This is probably the only 


building in the world serving such a pur- 
pose. It is peculiarly appropriate that it 
should be associated with the name «f 
Gallaudet.

Of that amount the 
actual cost of the bridge is figured at 
about $29,000,000, the renmindei going to 
buy the necessary land for the ap- 
proaches, pay the interest charges and 
take care of contingent expenses. 


"While $42,000',000, the total amount 


that the bridge will cost, sounds like a 
whole' lot of money," said one of the en- 
gineers, "nevertheless it should be re- 
membered that three bridges over the 
East River cost In one way and another 
$120,000,000. 
The increased value of 


real estate in New Jersey that would re- 
sult from the traffic over a Hudson 
River bridge makes It very likely that 
the counties most to be benefited will 
make bond Issues, provided, of 


that the necessary approval of the Leg- 
islature is obtained." 


New York's share of the bridge bill 


would be borne by the State, but there is 
a feeling in New Jersey that the northern 
counties, the ones directly in the line of or 
nearest to- the bridge, should pay the other 
half of the cost. 


In connection with the bridge project 


the report of the commission recommends 
the construction o£ two tunnels, at a cost 
of $11,000,000, for vehicular traffic under 
the North Ilivcr. These tunnels would 
have seventeen foot roadways and would 
afford easy passage to about 5,000,000 
vehicles in the course of a year.

would extend from Canal and Varick 
streets on this side to Twelfth and Hen- 
derson streets, JersVy City, a distance of 
8,350 feet.

Why Talk About Weather. 


Early Teaching of French.

shows that even before the English settle- 
ments were fairly started 
the Jesuits 


were bringing their language and civiliza- 
tion Into the valleys of tho St. Lawrence 
ind the Mississippi. 


In Louisiana French was first taught 


by • tho UrsuIIne nuns, who came from 
Rouen, France, In 1727. In their convent 
school they anticipated the demands of 
present-day language teachers by Insist- 
ing that Instruction both In French and 
English be not only "in theory, but In 
practice, the pupils being required to con- 
verse dally In both languages." 


French was a favorite subject In the 


private schools of Colonial days and later. 
Thomas Jefferson studied French In the 
school of a certain Mr. Douglass. 


In New England the early academies 


also taught French, frequently as an Inci- 
dental study with a special fee attached. 
The numerous Ohio seminaries of the first 
half of the nineteenth century, especially 
those for girls, taught It as an optional 
»tudy. on a par with music and drawing. 


French as a high school subject grew 


rapidly after 1850. In 1886-87 11 per cent ot 
the students In the public schools studied 
the language. The latest figures cited by 
Dr. Handochln show that more than a 
hundred thousand students in public ami 
private high schools are now taking it. 
French is llttlo taught In the elementary 
ichoola, except where there la » large

: plane undoubtedly is the ideal machine 
for oversea flights, and the Riviera is the 
ideal experimenting field for hydro-aero- 
planes owing to the favorable conditions 
^both of air and sea in the Mediterranean. 
All experts agree on these two points, but 


I little has yet been done here to encourage 


• hydro aviation and to provide aviators 
|'with facilities for making trials with 


' their machines. The field is a big one, and 
the proper reception has not always been 
accorded to the initiative of those striving 
' to develop it. 


At Beaulieu-sur-Mer, however, hydro-1 


aviation has been welcomed, thanks to 
the help given by a municipal councilman, 
M. Paul Meunier. The situation of the. 
harbor of Beaulieu, halt ,ay between Nice 
and Monte Carlo, scroencd_as it is from 
the wind by the high mountains that sur- 
round it, is [lie best spot that could be 
chosen for such a purpose. The Bale dcs 
Fourmis, where one shed is already built, 
permits tL_ launching of hydro-aeroplanes 
in any state of the weather, for this par- 
ticular part of the harbor is protected 
by two piers. 


It is from that point that since the be-| 


ginning of the year M. Ernest Laurcnn 
made several experimental flights on his! 
Deperdussin bydro-acroplnne, and he also' 
started from there on his flight to ftome. i 
Ho wag called to Beaulieu by M. Paul

In conversation 


with me he stated that his intention was 
to build sheds right round the Baio des 
Fourmis as soon as possible, for he ei- 
pccts the arrival soon of two of the best 
known pilots of 
Depcrdussin machines, 


MM. VOdrines and Prfivost. Beaulieu will 
be their experimental field before the 
Monte Carlo meeting in which they are to 
ta'io part. 


"I don't stop at the creation of a hydro- 


aviation station," said M. Meunier. "It 


my intention to organize at ISeauliou- 


sur-.Mer a school for hydro-aeroplanes of 
all makes, and both civilians and French 
military and naval officers will be acl- 


1 mitted to it. 
If this scheme lakes shape 


it will be possible to organize several Jon;; 
journeys with the help of aeroplane con- 
structors, and perhaps a Itcaulieu-Corsica 
race is not so far from realization as one 
may think. 
1 also intend to build n shed 


where hydro-aeroplanes can be sheltered 
afloat, so as to save time in the handling 
of the machines. 


"Already I have, erected close to the 


existing aeroplane shed a complete repair 
workshop for hydro-aeroplanes, with all 
tho necessary spare parts and a staff of 
expert mechanics. 


"As an example of the interest taken in 


aviation at Beaulieu," concluded M. Meu- 
nier, "you can say that MM. I.ottierFreres, 
Hie proprietors of the famous Restaurant 
de la Reserve, have just built in front of 
their establishment a new landing stage, 
the first of the kind ever constructed, that 
will allow women to enter hydro-aero- 
planes without indulging in the acrobatic 
exercises usually associated with such ma- 
chines.'

If Herbert Spencer 
ever talked about .the weather he prob- 
ably lectured instructively and statisti- 
cally, compared weather with weather, on* 
year with another, discoursed about equili- 
bration and the relativity of knowledge, 
and pointed out that there Is no subject In 
physics about which it is more open to ob- 
servers within a narrow limit to arrive 
at reasonable forecasts from confessedly 
Imperfect premises—which forecasts, how- 
ever, are liable to be upset by various un- 
known and, in the present state of acjence, 
unknowable conditions—but that uuyond 
that limit the ascertained tacts are too 
few and the region too vast to adaut ojt 
certain conclusions. 


Now that Is Just the region In which th« 


ordinary people of whom we speak like to 
expatiate. They don't wait to co-ordinate 
facts; they love to talk about dry summers 
and wet summers, cold winters and warm 
winters, and never to be brought to book; 
they generalize without statistics and 
prophesy without warrant. 
For the clerk of tho weather, who «lts 
up in an observatory somewhere receiving 
minute by minute records of cyclones and 
anti-cyclones and electrical disturbances 
all over the world, the study of the 
weather must afford momentous and *b- 
sorbircK problems, practically affecting ths 
convenience of nations. 
But for these ordinary people no prob- 
lems exist. They just float about vaguely 
In a large region of guesses, as a shrimp 
likes to have an ocean to play In. If one 
cared to be vexed, one might well b« 
vexed to bear educated people talk about 
tho weather as If an amateur could corn* 
to rational conclusions on such a subject
